Article 3. Voted the sum of forty-five hundred dollars 
($4,500) be raised to defray the expenses of the Precinct 
for the current year.

Article 4. Voted: That the Precinct Commissioners 
be authorized to have necessary survey made to establish the 
bounds of the Precinct. 


Article 5. Voted: That the Precinct raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500) to purchase a Chemical Fire 
Extinguisher, and provide suitable quarters for same. 


Article 6. Voted: That the reports of the Commis- 
sioner, Treasurer, and ae: as printed in annual report 
be accepted. 


Voted: That a discount of 5 per cent be allowed upon 
taxes paid before July 15, 1912, and a 3 per cent discount 
be allowed on taxes paid before September 15, 1912. 


Voted: That the Commissioners be authorized to bor- 
row such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the 
expenses of the Precinct until the taxes shall be collected 
and paid into the treasury. 


With reference to Article 5 in report of 1912: that the 
Precinct appoint a Committee consisting of E. P. Storrs, 
F. W. Davison, T. W. D. Worthen, and Homer FE. Keyes 
to act with the Commissioners to prepare plans and specifi- 
cations for a Precinct Building to cost not more than 
thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000), and to make prelim- 
inary report at this annual Precinct Meeting. Chairman 
E. P. Storrs displayed plans and specifications as secured 
by Homer FE. Keyes from Architect Wood of New 
York City, and said that it was the opinion of the Coim- 
mittee that, because of the fact that School District Ne. 1 
had recently voted to build a new High School Building 
that the Precinct would not at this time care to take any 
further action. 


Voted: To accept report as given by Chairman E. P. 
Storrs. 

Voted: That the sense of this meeting be that the 
Crushing Plant be renovated, its efficiency restored, and 
that it should be the policy of the Precinct in the main, to 
build macadam roads on a suitably prepared foundation.

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CERTIFICATES OF AUDITOR 


Hanover, N. H., March 15, 1913 


I have examined the accounts of the Commissioners 
of the Village Precinct of Hanover, and find that all dis- 
bursements are supported by receipts and correctly re- 
ported in the foregoing statement. I believe, however, 
that only by a liberal interpretation of the Act of Incor- 
poration may the accountability of the Commissioners be 
said to have been completely discharged. While it is to 
be expressly understood that no question is raised as to 
the good faith of the Commissioners, yet because the 
growing financial burdens of the Precinct seem to require 
an increasingly careful management and accurate account- 
ing of funds, the following comments upon the system of 
conducting Precinct business are deemed pertinent. 

1. No records are available to show that large ex- 
expenditures were specifically authorized by vote of the 
Commissioners, even when such expenditures exceeded 
the available revenue. The plan of dividing among the 
Commissioners the duties of supervising the various Pre- 
cinct departments has been carried to the extent of dividing 
responsibility and authority for expenditures. Whether or 
not expenditures, incurred on the responsibility of a 
single Commissioner, have been necessary and proper, it 
seems clear that expenditures should first be authorized by 
vote of the Commissioners, and that records of such votes 
should be preserved as evidence of authority for such ex- 
penditure. In any case, the continuance of a plan of organ- 
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ization, which permits large outlay on the authority of a 
single Commissioner, seems seriously objectionable. 

2. Not only is there little evidence of proper author- 
ization of specific expenditure, but the Commissioners 
have apparently failed to adopt a careful plan of propor- 
tioning expenditure to revenue. Because continued irre- 
sponsibility for the adoption of a yearly budget is so likely 
to lead to excessive and unwise expenditure, it is submitted 
that a complete annual budget should be prepared as a 
guide for the management of Precinct finances. It is also 
believed that much would be gained in advantage both to 
the Commissioners and to the voters, if a budget were to be 
posted as a supplement to the warrant for the annual meet- 
ing. 

3. It is impossible to distinguish in the accounts of 
the Commissioners between the cost of permanent improve- 
ments or construction and the cost of maintenance. As a 
consequence, it is impossible to determine whether new 
construction has cost more, or less, than if the work had 
been done by contract or under the supervision of an engi- 
neer employed by the Commissioners. Not only should 
costs of construction be more accurately accounted for, but 
the expenses of maintenance should be classified in detail, 
according to their purpose. 

Vouchers for disbursements, in many instances, are so 
deficient in descriptive details that they would hardly be 
acceptable in ordinary business transactions. Vouchers, 
for labor, in particular, should at least show the dates upon 
which services are rendered, the rate per day or hour, and a 
description of the work, so that charges may be made to 
proper accounts. The books of account are inadequate for 
the needs of proper accounting and audit. The least that 
should be done is to devise a set of printed vouchers and 
books, adapted to the simple requirements. 
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In this connection, it is proper to state that the Com- 
missioners are planning to install a system of accounts and 
forms designed to serve the future needs of the Precinct. 

4. The annual reports of Commissioners have lately 
come to be less complete and informing than reports ren- 
dered in years when the volume of business was appreciably 
smaller. Because of the lack of uniformity in annual re- 
ports, it is difficult, if not impossible, to make intelligent 
comparisons with results reported in former years. The 
adoption of a complete standard form of report is therefore 
deemed desirable. 

5. With their increasingly exacting duties, it has 
steadily become more difficult for the Commissioners to 
devote the time and attention necessary to the proper admin- 
_ istration of Precinct affairs. The amount of work required 
of the Commissioners in the past year indicates that future 
Commissioners are likely to be overwhelmed by the duties 
imposed upon them. In order not only to provide for the 
efficient performance of the work now undertaken by the 
Commissioners, but to provide for the proper management 
of the additional work of the future, it is believed that there 
is soon to be urgent need of the services of a salaried agent 
who, under the direction of the Commissioners and with 
complete responsibility to them, shall take over the routine 
work of conducting the business of the Precinct, keep the 
accounts, and attend to the innumerable details demanding 
personal attention. In fact, the amounts paid during the 
past year for the services of Commissioners would go far 
toward paying the salary of an agent who could be held 
responsible for producing results which the present system 
has not yielded. |

The Fire Department consists of a company of 25 men 
with apparatus as follows: 

I hose wagon equipped with 1000 feet of good, rubber 
lined hose, axes, lanterns, etc. 

1 40-gallon, chemical extinguisher, equipped with hose, 
lanterns, axes, etc. 

1 hose reel with 700 feet of rubber lined hose in good 
condition. 

2 hose reels with 800 feet of linen hose. 

1 hook and ladder truck carrying 1 50-foot extension 
ladder, 2 30-foot extension ladders and 2 single ladders. 

1 hand chemical extinguisher, 2 Pyrene extinguishers, 
nozzles, couplings, plaster hooks, axes, etc. 

A Gamwell fire alarm system complete, with ten boxes 
and an indicator. Also the use of a steam whistle on the 
College Heating Plant. 

A company of 20 students has been organized to assist 
the local department. 

We added to the equipment this year, a 40-gallon ex- 
tinguisher, 300 feet of rubber lined hose, and 2 Pyrene 
extinguishers.
